We applaud the sanity of regionalising 
the Philips League competition, but there 
should be more to it than Rik Booth recom- 
mends. 


The biggest benefit of regionalisation should be in- 
creased participation by the vast body of soccer in 
this country. 

Well-supported clubs with resources — clubs like 
Essendon Croatia, Sydney Croatia, Melita Eagieo, 
Green-Gully Ajax, St George, should be Included in 
the competition. 

In addition, applications should be sought from 
other clubs that believe they are able to ralso the nec- 
essary cash and recrult a good snough team. 

Both halves of the league — north and south or 
whatever they may be called — should be open to 
promotion and relegation. 

This would ensure the support of the entire soccer 
fraternity, for by adding the best of the existing clubs, 
and giving others the chance to be promoted, the PSL 
will have made itself truly representative of soccer In 
Australia.

The competition then would be split into south 
and north regions and there would be play-offs be- 


tween the two. 

Booth has spent the past seven months 
preparing a 15-page report on the direct- 
ion the PSL should take. He was about to 
hand the report to the PSL executive 
when I interviewed him. 

Booth also revealed the ASF had lost 
$228,000 in sponsorship from four com- 
panies that has promised to supply 
money if the Socceroos had qualified for 
the World Cup finals. 

This breakdown would have been $80,- 
000 from Qantas, $50,00 from TAA, $48,- 
212 from Travelodge, and $50,000 from J. 
R. Reynolds (Camel cigarettes). 

“Qur imminent elimination from the 
World Cup is a setback but nothing 
more,” he said. ‘‘We will go ahead with 
our marketing plans just the same. 

“There has been too much blood- 
letting since our loss to New Zealand. 

“There are very few soccer people 
getting positive Press at the moment — 
except Tommy Docherty, and he has 
been writing his own.”’ 

After that was off his chest I asked 
Booth to list the achievements of his

marketing company so far and their 
plans for the future. 

“Well you know, we have been in 
existence about a year,’’ he said. 

“We spent much of the first nine 
months researching just what it was we 
had to sell. 

“We are charged with two main tas- 
ks:

“Our first big sponsorship deal was 
the $100,000 we obtained from Winfield 
to sponsor the centenary test against 
England last year.

Peter Raskopoulos, and perhaps Jim Ziras, Jim Pat- 
kisas and Mark Koussas will join the Socceroo squad for 
its next game, against Fiji in Suva on July 26. 

Martyn Crook and Greg Woodhouse are likely to be the goal- 
keepers and Alan Niven may make his debut at left back 

Murray Barnes, Jim Tansey and Allan Maher are likely to be 
among those dropped to make room for the new men. 

Niven’s inclusion will release Alan Davidson from left back to 
midfield. 

Coach Les Scheinflug sees Davidson as the potential midfield 
general of the Socceroo team. 

His partnership with Peter Katholos, playing his first full 
match for Australia, was the highlight of Australia's narrow 3-2 
victory over Taiwan in Adelaide: 

By making space on the flank, running onto Katholos’s passes 
and dashing past full back Ing-ren Chen to send in dangerous 
crosses, Davidson provided Australia with a constant avenue of 
attack on the left. 

Unfortunately there was no similar avenue on the right where 
Murray Barnes and Eddie Krncevic were not at their best. 

Scheinflug perhaps should have brought Krncevic into the 
middle and sent David Mitchell to the right. Mitchell have been 
able to provide the type of flank play the Socceroos needed on that 
side. 

Indeed, it was from a right-wing cross that John Kosmina 
scored Australia’s second goal. 

Taiwan aproached the game with caution, as had been suspec- 
ted. There was a four-man wall in front of sweeper Chie-hsiang 
Hau and three midfielders stood in front of that wall rather than 
worry about marking Australia’s midfielders. 

It was for his reason that Gary Byrne and Katholos in partic- 
ular, had so much room in which to operate. 

But when they were three goals down, and had nothing left to 
lose, the Taiwanese suddenly threw four, five, even six men for- 
ward in a few attacking moves that caught the Australian defence 
off guard. 

New Zealand had beaten Taiwan 2-0 in Auckland. Australia’s 
three goals looked good, therefore, but in the last eight minutes,

the score changed from 3+) to 3-2 as a result of opportunist goals 
by Deng-chyan Duh. 

For the Taiwanese, this was as good as any victory. After all, in 
1979, Australia best Taiwan 2-0 and thrashed the Taiwan City 
Bank team 7-1 in Taipei. Seven of 1978 players were out there on 
the Hindmarsh pitch. 

Let’s remember there is no soccer league in Taiwan. Instead, 
the teams got together for short tournaments once or twice a 
year, and have a couple of training runs beforehand. 

According to their 31-year-old West German coach Herbert 
Stammler, the Taiwanese played “yo-yo football’’ before he was 





_ appointed in March. 


“They didn’t know what tactics were and they had no idea of 
how to tackle, Their fitness level also was very low,’’ Stammler 
said. 

Stammler, who was player and coach of Hoechstadt in the 
German lower leagues, was appointed only for the World Cup se- 
ries. He returns to Germany late this year. 

He speaks no Chinese, and the Tainwanese players don’t speak 
German, He speaks a little English, so he can communicate with 
the English-speaking players in his squad. There are two of them. 

However, he says he has a good interpreter, who used to play 
soccer himself. 

Taiwan lost 1-2 to Australia’s next opponent, Fiji. 

Stammler says: ‘‘Fiji has two forwards who are very fast on 
long balls. Their players are not good in the air, but they have a 
few big players, and they are all unorthodox. You never know 
what they are going to do next.” 

Taiwan used the offside trap against the Australians in Adel- 
aide, but it was this very tactic that cost it the first goal, scored 
by Tony Henderson 

Before that goal, scored in the 18th. minute, Katholos had 
dominated the midfield completely, Barnes had squandered a 
good scoring opportunity and goalkeeper Chin-wang Lin had made 
two good saves — from a Mitchell header and by diving at the feet 
of Kosmina. 

Henderson, having run forward from his sweeper’s position, 
grabbed the ball at the half line, with the square Taiwan defence 
running up the field to catch Australla offside. Henderson 
charged past the centre backs and just kept on going. Ing-ren 
Chen grabbed Henderson by the shirt, Chie-hsian Hau pushed 
him, Cheng Sing tried an unsuccessful trip. Henderson just kept 
going. Having run all the way from the half line, he confronted 
goalkeeper Chin-wang Lin coming towards him. Henderson 
stepped back from the keeper, and slotted the ball into the net on 
a slight angle. 

Goalkeeper Lin had been favoring the shoulder he injured in 
New Zealand and finally was replaced by Hung-ching Chen in the 
26th. minute. 

Chen had to make a save almost immediately, closing onto the 
ball at the same time as Krncevic who was following a through 
pass from Byrne. 

Steve Blair would have 
scored in the 41st. minute, had 
his wild swing inside the goal 
area not missed the ball. Then 
a promising run by Mitchell 
was ended by a ruthless tackle 
from Chie-hsiang Hau. 

Taiwan had its second shot 
at goal after 47 minutes of 
play. It came from captain 
Kuo-chi Change and it was too 
high, 

That well-rehearsed back- 
header by Krncevic from 
Barnes's long throw-in hit the 
crossbar in the 49th. minute. 

Then Mitchell came wide on 
the right, crossed into the 
middle and Kosmina jumped 
to glance the ball off his foot, 
into the net for goal No. 2. 

Davidson hit the woodwork 
on a fine ball from Katholos in 
the 60th. minute. It bounced 
off the post to Krncevic who 
belted it over the bar. 

Davidson went down the 
wing yet again and played it 
back to-Katholos who relayed 
it to Robert Wheatley. Kos- 
mina turned to go after Wheat- 
ley’s cross, and Cheng Sing 
brought him down with a foul 
tackle. Gary Byrne scored 
with the penalty, as he always 
does at Marconi. 

Taiwan's fight-back started 
in the 82nd, minute. 

Chie-hsiang Hau chipped a 
free kick over the Australian 
wall, Allan Maher and Tony 
Henderson failed to clear it, 
and Deng-chyan Duh lashed it 
into the net from close range. 

With seconds left, Blair 
made a desperate sliding 
tackle which sent the ball into 
the path of Deng-chyan Duh 
who kept running and scored 
again. 

In the end, Taiwan was un- 
lucky not to snatch, a cheeky 
draw 
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In the old days 
they said you had to 
play in Sydney, and 
to a lesser extent 
Melbourne, if you 
wanted to play for 
Australia. 


Our national coaches have 
been traditionally based in 
Sydney and in those days ar- 
guably the best teams were in 
these two centres. 

Fair enough! 

The PSL, which kicked off in 
1977, was supposed to change 
all that, 

One of the benefits of the 
national league was to be that 
it gave the national coach a 
better chance to see the best 
players on a weekly basis and 
also to give all players an 
equal chance of making the 
Socceroo team. 

But has it, really? 

Canberra is a_ perfect 
example of the lack of recogni- 
tion still dished out to the non 
Sydney/Melbourne teams. 

At present Canberra is one 
of the best teams in the PSL, 
containing many talented 
players who have the ideal at- 
tributes to more than qualify 
for national team selection 

Players like Valeri, Bren- 
nan, the O'Shea brothers, 
Stark and Byrne would al] 
make ideal national team mat- 
erial, yet they don't look like 
ever getting a mention in pos- 
sible squads let alone playing 
for Australia. 

Terry Byrne is possibly the 
best example. 

Still only 22 years old, Byrne 
is the ideal type we should be 
looking at for the 1986 World 
Cup. 
He is enjoying a tremendous 
season, leads some of the 
national best player awards 
and has the added advantage 
that he is equally at home in 
the defence or attack. 

Apart from his youth and 
talent, Byrne also possesses 
the ‘‘character’’ required of 
poenttial Australian players 

Perhaps I am _ biased 
towards the Canberra players, 
but the equal opportunity that 
is supposed to exist in our 
national team is really just the 
ve as it was back int he mid

One wonders whether Tony 
Henderson and John Kosmina 
would be regular members of

Their expertise is probably 
more impcrtant to our world 
Cup campaigns than where 
and how we are going to lay 
and how we are going to fi- 
nance it. 

One of the top coaches 
should be on that committee, 
someone like St SGeorge’s 
Frank Arok, a representative 
of the Press Association and of 
course the players themselves 
— ideally the national captain. 
By drawing together the ex- 
pertise from all these areas 
our World Cup campaigns

Will England manager Ron Greenwood (right) follow in Rudi Gut- 


endorf’s footsteps? 
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The similarity of the fate of England in the World Cup 
under coach Ron Greenwood and that of Australia under 
Rudi Gutendorf is quite remarkable. 


Two years ago privately to friends | re- 
marked that Rudi Gutendorf would be a ais- 
aster. 

At about the same time I wrote in a 
newspaper article that I was concerned 
at Ron Greenwood’s lack of success in 
the 13 years he coached West Ham — 
this despite the then apparent success of 
England under him in friendly inter- 
nationals. 

In the last Engiand summer, as I reported 
in “Soccer Action’’. This apprehension was 
found justified as England failed to win a 
game in the European Nations Cup won by 
West Germany 

Now Engiand’s latest World Cup loss to 
Switzerland confirms my opinion that Green- 
wood is a loser 

Neither Gutendorf, nor Greenwood, despite 
their many years in the game, can claim to be 

winners — and that is what top level inter- 
national Soccer is all about 

Both can lay claim to the odd sporadic tro- 
phy, but little solid, tangible success 

Greenwood's West Ham played ‘attractive’ 
soccer, but every team in the country ‘liked 
to play against them.” 

That I believe speaks for itself. 

Rudi Gutendorf can lay claim toa legacy of 
young Australian talent which he encouraged 
and Greenwood can point to a team of coach- 
ing apostles he influences such as Maicoim Ai- 
lison and John Bond (Allison’s successor at 
Manchester United). 

However, neither Gutendorf nor Greenwood 
seem able to pick up a consistent team or give 
it a style that can win games. 

Let's look at the way both men fatlea 
through lack of decisiveness: 

e Gutendort tried 60 different players in his 
national team, Greenwood so far has chosen 
more than 50 for England. 

e Both needed a team of advisers to help 
them change their mind. Gutendorf had Tom 
Docherty, Tony Boggi, Les Scheinflug, Leo 
Baumgartner, Walter Tamandl, and numer- 
ous others. 

Greenwood’s team of advisors included 
Dave Sexton (ex Man Un) Geoff Hurst (ex 

\Chelsea) Jackie Charlton (Sheffield Wed) 
Bobby Robson (Ipswich) and his players. 

The influence of Robson and Sexton was 
readily apparent in the English team selec- 
tions which included numerous United and Ip- 
swich players. 

Gary Birtles (United) Mick Mills, Terry 
Butcher and Russell Osman (Ipswich) appear 
unfortunate selections. J 

Russell Osman and Terry Butcher, the Ip- 
swich central defenders, paired up first for 


England under Robson to play Australia, in 
the centenary game last year in Sydney, 

The cumbersome Butcher looked partic- 
ularly vulnerable against skilful players on 
the ground. 

He proved out of his class in England’s 
recent defeat against Spain. 

@ Gutendorf preached attacking soccer in 
the media but talked defence in team talks. 
Greenwood preaches attractive attacking soc- 
cer, but puts unskilled stodgy defenders such 
as Emlyn Hughes (Wolves) and Mick Mills 
(Ipswich) into his midfield 

e Gutendorf preached dicipline yet was a 
most undisciplined person himself. Green- 
wood stands for harmony and happiness yet 
his teams lacked commitment. 

e Both Gutendorf and Greenwood were 
easily influenced by the media. 

The call went up in Australia for Baz Giam- 
paolo and Gutendorf immediately responded. 
Then it was Peter Wilson's turn. 

The BBC’s Jimmy Hill at the end of a tele- 
vised game involving Aston Villa said on 
camera that Villa striker Peter Withe was a 
*‘MUST" for the England team. 

Within days Withe gained his England shirt, 
joining Keegan, Latchford, Francis, Wood- 
cock, Birtles, Mariner and others who wore 
the stiker’s shirt for England under Ron 
Greenwood. 

I would like to see Brian Clough given the 
England job. He is a winner, 

Proven winners, like proven goalscorers, 
tend to Keep getting results. 

Where does that leave Les Scheinflug? 


\ Scheinflug for much of his coaching career 


laboured to find coaching success 

After an initial success in getting Marconi 
promoted to State League, greatly assisted by 
the cheque book, he had hard times at a var- 
ietvy of clubs and was out of the game for a 
while and contemplated going overseas.

Newcastle KB United Is 
looking to Mick Channon, 
English soccer's most prolific 
netfinder of the past decade, 
to help arrest its recent 
slump. 


Newcastle's guest, born in the small 
Wiltshire town of Orcheston, became a 
regular in the Southampton team during 
the 1967 - 68 season following the transfer 
of Martin Chivers to Tottenham Hotspur. 


Making an immediate impact, he made 
the first of eight Engiand under-23 appear- 
ances two years later. 

Senior international status followed in 
1973 when capped against Yugoslavia, 
however it was the second game, a 5-9 rout 
of Scotland, which established him on the 
World arena, , 

With Welsh striker Ron Davies, Chan- 
non formed the most formidable spear- 
head in club soccer and it was they who 
kept an otherwise mediocre Southampton 
Combination in the First Division. 

The ‘‘Saints”’ tightrope act came to an 
inglorious end in 1974 though when they

were relegated, the first victims of these 
three down ruling, although Channon was 
the division's highest scorer! 

Southampton’s demise inspired much 
speculation about thelr star striker’s 
future, the majority of England’s major 
clubs were reported to be vying for his 
signature, however he decided to stay with 
the Hampshire outfit. 

This loyalty was rewarded by the re- 
markable FA Cup triumph of 1976. Al- 
though Channon did not score at Wembley, 
his hat-trick in the quarter-final against 
West Bromwich Albion was crucial. 

The final success could not have come 
at a better time for Channon staged his 
testimonial match just two days later and 
drew a crowd of 30,000. 

Southampton's continued inability to re- 
cover First Division status and the fear 
that lower grade soccer would jeopardise 
his England place, prompted a request to 
move. 

A $600,000 fee took Channon to Manches- 
ter City, however he failed to settle into a 





team whose styte ‘was totally unsulted to 
him. Ironically it was here that he lost his 
niche in the England line up. 


The abysmal 0-0 draw with Switzerland 
at Wembiey in September 1977 marked the 
end of Channon’s international career. In 
44 appearances for his country he scored 
21 times, a record bettered by only seven 
players. 


It was Malcolm Allison who terminated 
Channon’s unhappy 26 months stint at 
Maine Road, accepting a $400,000 bid from 
Southampton, now restored to First Divi- 
§10n. 


Back at the Dell, Channon has easily 
fitted back into a team which appears to 
be on the verge of becoming a major 
power in European football. 


Quicksilver in the penalty box, he is 
equally deadly with both feet, as well as 
being strong in the air and never afraid to 
take on defenders 


Channon has already claimed 199 goals 
in English League football. A few more 
in KB’s cause would be a great morale 
booster at the International Sports 
Ground.

In the late 1960s and early 1970s, 
Tasmania had its own version of the 
World Cup. At the end of a season, 
players banded together according 
to nationality to form ‘national 
teams’ representing their countries 
of birth. 


Thus, all the Italians playing in Hobart 
formed the ‘Italy’ team, all the Scots 
formed the ‘Scotland’ team, and so on. 

Occasionally, because of lack of num- 
bers, one team represented two nation- 
alities. Both Austrians and Germans, for 
example, played in the one team, repre- 
senting Germany. 

The ‘World Cup’ series proved quite 
popular among soccer followers and it 
provided an interesting end-of-season 
spectacle. 

Next Sunday, June 21, sees the partial 
resurrection of the idea. 

A Tasmanian ‘State Of Origin’’ team 
will play a ‘Rest of the World’ team, made 
up of players from the United Kingdom 
and New Zealand. 

The fact that the ‘Rest of the World’ 
team comprises players of only two 
nationalities is interesting. 

It is not discrimination against non- 
English speaking continental Europeans. 








Worlds collide in Hobart 


The fact is that most senior players who 
were born overseas and who are playing in 
the Tasmanian State League today are 
from either the United Kingdom or New 
Zealand. 

In the past, the majority would have 
been from continental Europe. 


Gone, however, are the days when

(in the early 60s they actually could and 
did!), when Juventus had mainly Italian 
players and Olympia mainly Greeks. 


The players with the ‘foreign, names 
playing in Tasmanian soccer today tend to 
be the locally-born sons of yesterday's im- 
migrant stars. 


The Tasmanian side is almost the same 
as that which recently defeated a Victor- 
ian Youth XI at Olympic Park. 


Four newcomers have been added to the 
squad.

“We also greatly assisted 
Marconi to get its Datsun 
sponsorship and Canberra gets 
its sponsorship from Lotto,” 
Booth said. 

‘We helped prepare the 
written proposal to Olympic 
Tyres from which Sydney 
Olympic obtained its sponsor- 
ship.” 

“We negotiated the TV deal 
with Channel 0-28,” he said. 

‘No-one else did that; not 
Sir Arthur George. The ne- 
gotiations took us five months 
to complete. 

“ ‘Captain Socceroo’, seen 
on Saturdays in Sydney and 
Melbourne, featuring John 
Warren, was another deal done 
by us. 

“We were largely respon- 
sible for the European Cup 
final and the European Cup 
winner’s final coming to our 
television screens recently. 

“The John Warren TV seg- 
ment is for children aged 
seven to 13 years. 

‘‘That is the major age grou- 
ping on which our marketing 
thrust will concentrate. 

“Next year we will in- 
troduce the ‘Socceroos super 
skill award " — a nation wide 
skill competition. 

In conjunction with this we 
will set up a “‘Junior Socceroos 
Soccer supporters club”’. 

“We will sent out children’s 
newsletters and tickets to 
games and other items which 
we hope will lock them into 
soccer, 

Booth said that the drive to 
‘lock in’’ young people to 
soccer was vital because 
Soccer currently was being 
watched by literally a ‘dying 
race’. 

“Our spectators are mainly 
in their mid-40s and mid 50s. 
We are catering to a dying 
market,”’ he said. 

‘“‘We must hold onto the 
people who we are losing at 
the moment — including the

er spectator. 

“If we use American mar- 
keting methods to do this that 
is because they are the experts 
at marketing and in the devel- 
opment of sport.

During our discussion there 
was little comment on how the 
marketing division would pro- 
mote the world youth 
championships. 

Rik Booth worried me when 
he defined Brian Emery, who 
he said was doing a colossal 
job on his own with the organ- 
isation of the youth 
championships. 

My answer to that is Emery 
should not be doing such a 
crucial and wide ranging pro- 
ject on his own, 

Additionaly I would have 
been impressed if Rik Booth 
had said he had a 15 page 
report on how to publicise the 
world youth championships. 

As Heidelberg’s Ollie Norris 
said in ‘Socer Action’ recently 
it is a chance in a lifetime to 
give the code a boost and we 
amust-not blow it. 

Booth did say that there 
would be a merchandising 
campaign based on the world 
youth championships directed 
again at kids, this time from 
age five upwards using books, 
films and cartoon characters. 

That and the vision of a 
lonely harassed Brian Emery 
working through the night at 
his office in Clarence St, 
Sydney did not overly Inspire 
one with confidence for the 
prospects of the world youth 
cup. 

The youth championship will 
truly test Australian soccer 
skill and our administration. 

In not so many months from 
now both will be on show to the 
whole world. 

Let's hope we meet this acid 
test.

But the ‘'Kaiser’s’’ return to 
the West German soccer scene 
hasn't been as triumphal as he 
would have liked. In only one 
of his games for Hamburg has 
Beckenbauer been praised by 
the Press 


Many of his problems are 
due to the role he has to play in 
Hamburg. The great Bayern 
team of the mid-seventies used 
man-to-man marking. Becken- 
bauer’s job as sweeper was to 
pick up anyone who broke 
through the line of defenders 
in front of him and then build 
attacks from the back. 


Hamburg, though, use zonal 
marking. So Beckenbauer has 
to do just as much tackling as 
anyone else — something he 
has never relished. 


And it’s in this one-against- 
one situation a certain lack of 
pace has become evident. Not 
surprising, as in August Beck- 
enbauer will be 36 


Speculation that Becken- 
bauer might even be recalled 
to the national side has fallen 
off. 


But the Kaiser isn’t both- 
ered whether he gets his 104th 
cap or not. For on the cash 
front he really is “sweeping 
up” in a big way. His two-year 
Hamburg contract is worth a 
colossal $510,000 a year, of 
which $84,000 is paid by the 
club, $318,000 by sponsors BP, 
and $108,000 by Adidas. 


In addition, Beckenbauer 
has just secured his fore- 
seeable future, signing a con- 
tract with Adidas that guaran- 
tees him $100,000 a year for 25 
years!
